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EDITORIAL... 


THE CHURCH OF GOD EARNESTLY CONTENDS 
FOR THE FAITH 


Jude’s exhortation to “earnestly contend “or the faith 
which was once delivered to the saints" was not only to the 
saints of his day, but to the saints of our day. This we, as 
the Church of God, have recognized from our beginning. 
We know that abiding by, preaching, and promoting this 
“faith which was once delivered to the saints,” is not only 
responsible for our success so far, but our f::ture success 
will be determined by our continuation in the practice, 
preaching, and teaching of that unchanging, fundamental, 
indispensable, life-giving, life-sustaining faith. 

Therefore, that faith constitutes THX CHURCH OF GOD 
TEACHINGS. This means that the Church of God stands 
for the whole Bible rightly divided. The New Testament is 
the only rule for government and discipline. Below are giv- 
en some of the teachings that are made prominent, and 
the Scriptures are written out so you may read for your- 
self the Bible support given to them. 


1. We believe in REPENTANCE according to Mark 1:15, 
“The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at hand: 
repent ye, and believe the gospel”; Luke 13:3, “I tell you, 
Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish”; 
Acts 3:19, “Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your sins may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the Lord.” 

2. We believe in JUSTIFICATION according to Rom. 5:1, 
“Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ’; Titus 3:7, “That being 
justified by his grace, we should be made heirs according 
to the hope of eternal life.” 

3. We believe in REGENERATION according to Titus 3:5, 
“Not by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the Holy Ghost.” 

4. We believe in THE NEW BIRTH according to John 3:3, 
“Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God”; 1 Peter 1:23, “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, 
which liveth and abideth for ever”; 1 John 3:9, “Whosoever 
is born of God doth not commit sin; for his seed remaineth 
in him: and he cannot sin, because he is born of God.” 

5. We believe in SANCTIFICATION SUBSEQUENT TO 
JUSTIFICATION (the new birth) according to Rom. 5:2, 
“By whom also we have access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope of the glory of God”; 
1 Cor. 1:30, “But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God 
is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption”; 1 Thess. 4:3, “For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification, that ye should abstain from 
fornication”; Heb. 12:14, “Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate.” 

6. We believe in HOLINESS according to Luke 1:75, “In 
holiness and righteousness before him, all the days of our 
life”; 1 Thess. 4:7, “For God hath not called us unto un- 
cleanness, but unto holiness”; Heb. 12:14, “Follow peace 
with all men, and holiness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord.” 
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7. We believe in WATER BAPTISM (by emmersion only) 
according to Matt. 28:19, “Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost”; Mark 1:9, 10, “And it 
came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from Nazareth 
of Galilee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. And 
straightway coming up out of the water, he saw the heav- 
ens opened, and the Spirit like a dove descending upon 
him”; John 3:22, 23, “After these things came Jesus and 
his disciples into the land of Judea; and there he tarried 
with them, and baptized. And John also was baptizing in 
Aenon near to Salim, because there was much water there: 
and they came, and were baptized”; Acts 8:36, 38, “And as 
they went on their way, they came unto a certain water: 
and the eunuch said, See, here is water; what doth hinder 
me to be baptized? And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still: and they went down both into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch, and he baptized him.” 

8. We believe in BAPTISM WITH THE HOLY GHOST 
SUBSEQUENT TO CLEANSING, THE ENDUEMENT OF 
POWER FOR SERVICE, according to Matt. 3:11, “I indeed 
baptize you with water unto repentance: but he that com- 
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eth after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire’; Luke 24:49, 53, “And, behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem until ye be endued with power from on high. 
And were continually in the temple, praising and blessing 
God. Amen”; Acts 1:4-8, “And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of me. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. When they therefore were 
come together, they asked of him, saying, Lord, wilt thou 
at this time restore again the kingdom to Israel? And he 
said unto them, It is not for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath put in his own power. But 
ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Je- 
rusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

9. We believe in the SPEAKING IN TONGUES AS THE 
SPIRIT GIVES UTTERANCE AS THE INITIAL EVIDENCE 
OF THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY GHOST according to 
John 15:26, “But when the Comforter is come, whom I will 
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send unto you from the Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me”; 
Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance”; Acts 10:44-46, “While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word. And they of the circumcision which believed were 
astonished, as many as came with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify 
God”; Acts 19:1-7, “And it came to pass, that while Apollos 
was at Corinth, Paul having passed through the upper 
coast came to Ephesus: and finding certain disciples, he 
said unto them, Have ye received the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed? And they said unto him, We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. And he said 
unto them, Unto what then were ye baptized? And they 
said, Unto John’s baptism. Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repentance, saying unto the peo- 
ple, that they should believe on him which should come 
after him, that is, on Christ Jesus. And when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. And all the 
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men were about twelve.” 

10. We believe in SPIRITUAL GIFTS according to 1 Cor. 
12:1, 7, 10, 28, 31, “Now concerning spiritual gifts, breth- 
ren, I would not have you ignorant. But the manifestation 
of the Spirit is given to every man to profit withal. To an- 
other the working of miracles; to another prophecy; to 
another discerning of spirits; to another divers kinds of 
tongues; to another the interpretation of tongues: and 
God hath set some in the church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, then gifts 
of healings, helps, governments, diversities of tongues. But 
covet earnestly the best gifts: and yet shew I unto you a 
more excellent way”; 1 Cor. 14:1, “Follow after charity, and 
desire spiritual gifts, but rather that ye may prophesy.” 

11. We believe in SIGNS FOLLOWING BELIEVERS, ac- 
cording to Mark 16:17-20, “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe: In my name shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new tongues; they shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover. So then after the Lord had spoken unto 
them, he was received up into heaven, and sat on the right 
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hand of God. And they went forth, and preached every- 
where, the Lord working with them, and confirming the 
word with signs following. Amen”; Rom. 15:18, 19, “For I 
will not dare to speak of any of those things which Christ 
hath not wrought by me, to make the Gentiles obedient, by 
word and deed, through mighty signs and wonders, by the 
power of the Spirit of God; so that from Jerusalem, and 
round about unto Illyricum, I have fully preached the gos- 
pel of Christ’; Heb. 2:4, “God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and with divers miracles, and 
gifts of the Holy Ghost, according to his own will?” 

12. We believe in the FRUITS OF THE SPIRIT according 
to Rom. 6:22, “But now being made free from sin, and be- 
come servants to God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life”; Gal. 5:22, 23, “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance: against such there 
is no law”; Eph. 5:9, “For the fruit of the Spirit is in all 
goodness and righteousness and truth”; Phil. 1:11, “Being 
filled with the fruits of righteousness, which are by Jesus 
Christ, unto the glory and praise of God.” 

13. We teach that DIVINE HEALING IS PROVIDED FOR 
ALL IN THE ATONEMENT as set forth in Psa. 103:3, “Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities; who healeth all thy diseas- 
es”; Isa. 53:4, 5, “Surely he hath borne our griefs, and car- 
ried our sorrows: yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed”; Matt. 8:17, “That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, Himself took 
our infirmities, and bare our sicknesses”; Jas. 5:14-16, “Is 
any sick among you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord: and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall be forgiven him. Confess 
your faults one to another, and pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much”; 1 Peter 2:24, “Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own:body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” 

14. We believe in the LORD’S SUPPER according to Luke 
22:17-20, “And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and said, 
Take this, and divide it among yourselves: for I say unto 
you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come. And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, saying, This is 
my body which is given for you: this do in remembrance 
of me. Likewise also the cup after supper saying, This cup 
is the new testament in my blood, which is shed for you”; 
1 Cor. 11:23-26, “For I have received of the Lord that which 
also I delivered unto you, that the Lord Jesus the same 
night in which he was betrayed took bread: and when he 
had given thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, eat: this is 
my body, which is broken for you: this do in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this bread and drink this cup, 
ye do shew the Lord’s death till he come.” 


15. We believe in WASHING THE SAINTS’ FEET accord- 
ing to John 13:4-17, “He riseth from supper, and laid aside 
his garments; and took a towel, and girded himself. After 
that he poureth water into a bason, and began to wash 
the disciples’ feet, and to wipe them with the towel where- 
with he was girded. Then cometh he to Simon Peter: and

Peter saith unto him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus 
answered and said unto him, What I do thou knowest not 
now; but thou shalt know hereafter. Peter saith unto him, 
Thou shalt never wash my feet. Jesus answered him, If I 
wash thee not, thou hast no part with me. Simon Peter 
saith unto him, Lord, not my feet only, but also my hands 
and my head. Jesus saith to him, He that is washed need- 
eth not save to wash his feet, but is clean every whit: 
and ye are clean, but not all. For he knew who should be- 
tray him; therefore said he, Ye are not all clean. So after 
he had washed their feet, and had taken his garments, and 
was set down again, he said unto them, Know ye what I 
have done to you? Ye call me Master and Lord: and ye say 
well; for so I am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet; ye also ought to wash one another’s 
feet. For I have given you an example, that ye should do as 
I have done to you. Verily, verily, I say unto you, The ser- 
vant is not greater than his lord; neither he that is sent 
greater than he that sent him. If ye know these things, 
happy are ye if ye do them”; 1 Tim. 5:9, 10, “Let not 
a widow be taken into the number under threescore years 
old, having been the wife of one man, Well reported of for 
good works; if she have brought up children, if she have 
lodged strangers, if she have washed the saints’ feet, if 
she have relieved the afflicted, if she have diligently fol- 
lowed every good work.” 

16. We believe in TITHING AND GIVING according to 
Gen. 14:18-20, “And Melchizedek king of Salem brought 
forth bread and wine: and he was the priest of the most 
high God. And he blessed him, and said, Blessed be Abram 
of the most high God, possessor of heaven and earth: and 
blessed be the most high God, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave him tithes of all”; 
Gen. 28:20-22, “And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If God will 
be with me, and will keep me in this way that I go, and will 
give me bread to eat, and raiment to put on, so that I 
come again to my father’s house in peace; then shall the 
Lord be my God: and this stone, which I have set for a pil- 
lar, shall be God’s house: and of all that thou shalt give me 
I will surely give the tenth unto thee”; Mal. 3:10, “Bring ye 
all the tithes into the storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it”; Luke 11:42, “But woe unto you, 
Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and rue and all manner herbs, 
and pass over judgment and the love of God: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the other undone”; 1 Cor. 
9:6-9, “Or I only and Barnabas, have not we power to for- 
bear working? Who goeth a warfare any time at his own 
charges? who planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of the 
fruit thereof: or who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock? Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? For it is written in the 
law of Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of the ox 
that treadeth out the corn. Doth God take care for oxen?” 
Heb. 7:1-21, “For this Melchisedec, king of Salem, priest of 
the most high God, who met Abraham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and blessed him; to whom also 
Abraham gave a tenth part of all; first being by interpre- 
tation King of righteousness, and after that also King of 
Salem, which is King of peace; without father, without 
mother, without descent, having neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life; but made like unto the Son of God; abideth 
a priest continually. Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch Abraham gave the 
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tenth of the spoils. And verily they that are of the sons of 
Levi, who receive the office of the priesthood, have a com- 
mandment to take tithes of the people according to the 
law, that is of their brethren, though they come out of the 
loins of Abraham: but he whose descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, and blessed him 
that had the promises. And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better. And here men that die re- 
ceive tithes; but there he receiveth them, of whom it is 
witnessed that he liveth. And as I may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, paid tithes in Abraham. For he was 
yet in the loins of his father, when Melchisedec met him. 
If therefore perfection were by the Levitical priesthood, 
(for under it the people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another priest should rise after the 
order of Melchisedec, and not be called after the order of 
Aaron? For the priesthood being changed, there is made of 
necessity a change also of the law. For he of whom these 
things are spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of which no 
man gave attendance at the altar. For it is evident that 
our Lord sprang out of Juda; of which tribe Moses spake 
nothing concerning priesthood. And it is yet far more evi- 
dent; for that after the similitude of Melchisedec there 
ariseth another priest, who is made, not after the law of a 
carnal commandment, but after the power of an endless 
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life. For he testifieth, Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec. For there is verily a disannulling of 
the commandment going before for the weakness and un- 
profitableness thereof. For the law made nothing perfect, 
but the bringing in of a better hope did; by the which we 
draw nigh unto God. And inasmuch as not without an 
oath he was made priest: (for those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an oath by him that said 
unto him, The Lord sware and will not repent, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of Melchisedec).” 

17. We believe in RESTITUTION WHERE POSSIBLE ac- 
cording to Matt. 3:8, “Bring forth therefore fruits meet 
for repentance”; Luke 19:8, 9, “And Zacchaeus stood, and 
said unto the Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I 
give to the poor; and if I have taken any thing from any 
man by false accusation, I restore him fourfold. And Jesus 
said unto him, This day is salvation come to this house, 
forsomuch as he also is a son of Abraham.” 

18. We belive in the PREMILLENNIAL SECOND COM- 
ING OF JESUS. First, to resurrect the dead saints and to 
catch away the living saints to Him in the air as taught in 
Matt. 24:27, 28, “For as the lightning cometh out of the 
east, and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. For wheresoever the carcase 
is, there will the eagles be gathered together”; 1 Cor. 15:52, 
“In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
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trump; for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed”; 1 Thess. 
4:15-17, “For this we say unto you. by the word of the Lord, 
that we which are alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them which are asleep. For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up together with them in 
the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord.” 

Second, to reign on the earth a thousand years. Zech. 
14:4, “And his feet shail stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the 
mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward 
the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain shall remove to- 
ward the north, and half of it toward the south”; 1 Thess. 
4:14, “For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him”; 2 Thess. 1:7-10, “And to you who are troubled rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heav- 
en with his mighty angels, in flaming fire taking venge- 
ance on them that know not God, and that obey not the 
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gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power; when he shall come to be 
glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all them that 
believe (because our testimony among you was believed) 
in that day’; Jude 14, 15, “And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Behold, the Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his saints, to execute judg- 
ment upon all, and to convince all that are ungodly among 
them of all their ungodly deeds which they have ungodly 
committed, and of their hard speeches which ungodly sin- 
ners have spoken against him”; Rev. 5:10, “And hast made 
us unto our God kings and priests: and we shall reign on 
the earth”; Rev. 19:11-21, “And I saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was called 
Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge 
and make war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on 
his head were many crowns; and he had a name written, 
that no man knew, but he himself. And he was clothed 
with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is called 
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The Word of God. And the armies which were in heaven 
followed him upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, 
white and clean. And out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should smite the nations; and he 
shall rule them with a rod of iron; and he treadeth the 
winepress of the fierceness and wrath of Almighty God. 
And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh a name writ- 
ten, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. And I saw 
an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud 
voice, saying to all the fowls that fly in the midst of 
heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the 
supper of the great God; that ye may eat the flesh of 
kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of mighty 
men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, 
and the flesh of all men, both free and bond, both small 
and great. And I saw the beast, and the kings of the 
earth, and their armies, gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet 
that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them 
that worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into 
a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant 
were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, 
which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the 
fowls were filled with their flesh”; Rev. 20:4-6, “And I 
saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was 
given unto them: and I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, 
and which had not worshipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, 
or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ 
a thousand years.” 

19. We believe in the RESURRECTION according to John 
5:28, 29, “Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shall come forth; they that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation”; Acts 24:15, “And have 
hope toward God, which they themselves also allow, that 
there shall be a resurrection of the dead, both of the just 
and unjust”; Rev. 20:5, 6, “But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years were finished. This is 
the first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection: on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years.” 

20. We believe in ETERNAL LIFE FOR THE RIGHTEOUS 
according to Matt. 25:46, “And these shall go away into ev- 
erlasting punishment: but the righteous into life eternal’; 
Luke 18:30, “Who shall not receive manifold more in this 
present time, and in the world to come life everlasting”; 
John 10:28, “And I give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand”; Rom. 6:22, “But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye have yeur fruit unto 
holiness, and the end everlasting life”; 1 John 5:11-13, 
“And this is the record, that God hath given to us eternal 
life, and this life is in his Son. He that hath the Son hath 
life; and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life. 
These things have I written unto you that believe on the 
name of the Son of God; that ye may know that ye have 
eternal life, and that ye may believe on the name of the 
Son of God.” 

21. We teach ETERNAL PUNISHMENT FOR THE WICK- 
ED—NO LIBERATION NOR ANNIHILATION, as set forth 
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in Matt. 25:41-46, “Then shall he say also unto them on the 
left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his angels: for I was an hun- 
gred, and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me no drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me not in: 
naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, and ye 
visited me not. Then shall they also answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a 
stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not minis- 
ter unto thee? Then shall he answer them, saying, Verily I 
say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the least 
of these, ye did it not to me. And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life eter- 
nal”; Mark 3:29, “But he that shall blaspheme against the 
Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, but is in danger of 
eternal damnation”; 2 Thess. 1:8, 9, “In flaming fire tak- 
ing vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: who shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his power”; Rev. 20:10-15,“And 
the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of 
fire and brimstone, where the beast and the false proph- 
et are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and 
ever. And I saw a great white throne, and him that sat on 
it, from whose face the earth and the heaven fled away; 
and there was found no place for them. And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book was opened, which is the 
book of life: and the dead were judged out of those things 
which were written in the books, according to their works. 
And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; and death 
and hell delivered up the dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man according to their works. 
And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death. And whosoever was not found written in 
the book of life was cast into the lake of fire’; Rev. 21:8, 
“But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the sec- 
ond death.” 

22. We believe in TOTAL ABSTINENCE FROM ALL 
LIQUOR OR STRONG DRINKS, according to Prov. 20:1, 
29-32, “Wine is a mocker, strong drink is raging: and who- 
soever is deceived thereby is not wise”; Isa. 28:7, “But they 
also have erred through wine, and through strong drink 
are out of the way; the priest and the prophet have erred 
through strong drink, they are swallowed up of wine, 
they are out of the way through strong drink; they err in 
vision, they stumble in judgment”; 1 Cor. 5:11, “But now 
I have written unto you not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; with 
such an one no not to eat”; 1 Cor. 6:10, “Nor thieves, nor 
covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of God”; Gal. 5:21, “Envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like: of the 
which I tell you before, as I have also told you in time 
past, that they which do such things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God.” 

23. We teach AGAINST THE USE OF TOBACCO IN ANY 
FORM, OPIUM, MORPHINE, ETC., according to Isa. 55:2, 
“Wherefore do ye spend money for that which is not 
bread? and your labour for that which satisfieth not? 
hearken diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is good, 
and let your soul delight itself in fatness”; 1 Cor. 10:31, 32, 
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“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God. Give none offence, neither to 
the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the church of God”; 
2 Cor. 7:1, “Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, 
let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of God”; Eph. 5:3-8, 
“But fornication, and all uncleanness, or covetousness, let 
it not be once named among you, as becometh saints; 
neither filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which 
are not convenient: but rather giving of thanks. For this 
ye know, that no whoremonger, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in 
the kingdom of Christ and of God. Let no man deceive you 
with vain words: for because of these things cometh the 
wrath of God upon the children of disobedience. Be not ye 
therefore partakers with them. For ye were sometimes 
darkness, but now are ye light in the Lord: walk as chil- 
dren of light”; Jas. 1:21, “Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness; and receive with meekness 
the engrafted word, which is able to save your souls.” 

24. We comply, in regards to MEATS AND DRINKS, with 
Rom. 14:2, 3, 17, “For one believeth that he may eat all 
things: another, who is weak, eateth herbs. Let not him 
that eateth despise him that eateth not; and let not him 
which eateth not judge him that eateth: for God hath re-

ceived him. For the kingdom of God is not meat and drink; 
but righteousness, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost”; 
1 Cor. 8:8, “But meat commendeth us not to God: for 
neither, if we eat, are we the better; neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse”; 1 Tim. 4:1-5, “Now the Spirit speaketh 
expressly, that in the latter times some shall depart from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron; forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, which God hath created 
to be received with thanksgiving of them which believe and 
know the truth. For every creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be received with thanksgiving: 
for it is sanctified by the word of God and prayer.” 

25. We believe in the SABBATH as set forth by Hosea 
2:11, “I will also cause all her mirth to cease, her feast 
days, her new moons, and her sabbaths, and all her sol- 
emn feasts”; Rom. 14:5, 6, “One man esteemeth one day 
above another: another esteemeth every day alike. Let ev- 
ery man be fully persuaded in his own mind. He that re- 
gardeth the day, regardeth it unto the Lord; and he that 
regardeth not the day, to the Lord he doth not regard it. 
He that eateth, eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks”; Col. 2:16, 17, “Let no man there- 
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fore judge you in meat, or in drink, or in respect of an 
holy day, or of the new moon, or of the sabbath days; 
which are a shadow of things to come; but the body is of 
Christ”; Rom. 13:1, 2, “Let every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no power but of God: the pow- 
ers that be are ordained of God. Whosoever therefore re- 
sisteth the power, resisteth the ordinance of God: and they 
that resist shall receive to themselves damnation.” 

26. We teach AGAINST MEMBERS WEARING JEWELRY 
FOR ORNAMENT OR DECORATION, such as FINGER 
RINGS, BRACELETS, EARRINGS, LOCKETS, ETC., in 
keeping with 1 Tim. 2:9, “In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, with shamfacedness 
and sobriety; not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls, or 
costly array”; 1 Peter 3:3, “Whose adorning let it not be 
that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wear- 
ing of gold, or of putting on of apparel.” 

27. The church is against MEMBERS BELONGING TO 
LODGES according to John 18:20, “Jesus answered him, I 
spake openly to the world; I ever taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither the Jews always resort; and in 
secret have I said nothing”; 2 Cor. 6:14-17, “Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with unbelievers: for what fellow- 
ship hath righteousness with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with darkness? And what concord 
hath Christ with Belial? or what part hath he that believ- 
eth with an infidel? And what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they shall be my people. 
Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you.” 


28. The church is against MEMBERS SWEARING, ac- 
cording to Matt. 5:34, “But I say unto you, Swear not at 
all; neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne”; James 5:12, 
“But above all things, my brethren, swear not, neither by 
heaven, neither by the earth, neither by any other oath: 
but let your yea be yea; and your nay, nay; lest ye fall 
into condemnation.” 

29. The Church of God believes that nations can and 
should settle their differences without going to war; how- 
ever, in the event of war, if a member engages in com- 
batant service, it will not affect his status with the Church. 
In case a member is called into military service who has 
conscientious objections to combatant service, the Church 
will support him in his constitutional rights.

The monstrosity I have shown 
above is indicative to all the evils that 
determine the fate of all who care- 
lessly engage in lawlessness. Sin, as a 
monster, stands at the end of a 
Christless life to see that his victims 
are placed in the tombs of the 
damned. It is not always the most 
heinous crimes that determine the 
fate of the careless soul, but it is often 
the “little foxes that spoil the vine,” 
S. of Sol. 2:15. 

It is not the purpose of this il- 
lustrated sketch to intimate that 
CARELESS SOULS SLEEP IN THE 
CEMETERY, but it is intended to 
portray the fact that the deeds shown, 
as indicated by the epigrams, kill the 
spiritual life of the soul. The crimes 
depicted here against God and the 
church are often so deeply seated in 
the soul and enshrouded with would- 
be Christian piety, that they are al- 
most capable of deceiving the very 
elect. Read Mark 13:22. Now let us 
train our sights on some of these in- 
siped souls. 


GREED.—This acquisitive desire be- 
yond reason shows itself by preying 
on the innocent. Its seeds are some- 
times planted in the heart of the 
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young convert by a person who has 
apparently cheated God. He says, “See 
me, I have torn down my barns and 
built bigger ones, and my soul is at 
ease.” Yes, in the CEMETERY OF 
CARELESS SOULS. Sure, he teaches 
Sunday School and tells his class, 
“Tithing is not compulsory, therefore 
I do not pay. Let the pastor work for 
his living as I have to do.” Here he 
sows his seeds of greed and selfish- 
ness, starves the pastor and sells his 
soul. But Jesus said, “Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee.” Read these scriptures: Matt. 
23:33; Mal. 3:5-10; 1 Cor. 9:1-14; 
Matt. 10:8. Remember, “love seeketh 
not her own.” What about Ananias 
and Sapphira? The epitaph on their 
gravestone is “GREED.” 


NEGLECT.—This evil is a most can- 
cerous one. The priest and the Levite 
neglected their duty to the man who 
fell among thieves, but the good Sa- 
maritan didn’t. Luke 10:30-37. Have 
you neglected to attend the church 
services, the church’s support, to visit 
the sick, and to show kindness by tak- 
ing others to church? “One ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” 
One is often neglectful because of laz- 


iness. Solomon said, “Go to the ant, 
thou sluggard; consider her ways, and 
be wise.” Isn’t it amusing to hear of 
the great prospects for God’s work, 
but nothing is ever done about it? 

There are men who feel that they, 
by all means, should be state over- 
seers, but their districts are constant- 
ly on the drag. They neglect to spon- 
sor district building programs; they 
never raise their budget in full; they 
never conduct district conferences, 
but always leave them up to the other 
fellow, and through neglect the 
churches suffer. Their rallies and fel- 
lowship meetings are often missed. 
Their philosophy is one of “defeat- 
ism,” and on their tombstones is writ- 
ten, “NEGLECT.” 


CRITICISM.—This is an art that 
either destroys or makes valuable. It 
is either constructive or destructive. 
Pastor-changing time is about here, 
and do not criticize your pastor too 
much if he has only a “ding dong” 
message, because your new pastor 
may be able to go only “ding ding.” 
Criticism has a telling effect on some, 
because they are dictatorial. With ref- 
erence to offensive criticism, Jesus 
said, “It were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and he cast into the sea.” The most 
polite way to commit murder is to 
cut a man’s head off with the ax of 
CRITICISM, yet in the silent city of 


the dead your epitaph will read, ~ 


“CRITICISM.” 
NO HARM.—Did you ever hear peo- 
ple make cutting remarks and then 


say, “I meant no harm. I was only 


- joking’? Certain religionists are al- 


ways saying, “There is no harm in 


‘drinking a little, smoking a little, 


swearing a little, etc.,” but the Bible 
says, “Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” They say there is 
no harm in drinking, but its harvest 
is a drunkard’s grave. They say there 
is no harm in profanity, but its har- 
vest is God’s curse. It is always harm 
to tread on forbidden territory. Ask 
Adam and Eve. There is no harm in a 
rattlesnake, if you stay away from it. 
There is no harm in a skunk, but it 
makes a poor pet, so one leaves it 
alone. He that justifieth himself in 
that which he alloweth, that is wrong, 
bare a written over his grave, “NO 


FOUL LANGUAGE.—This is a day 
when the tongue is a deadly evil and 
is set on fire of hell. The tongue 
boasteth great things, a world of iniq- 
uity; it defileth the whole body; se 
on fire the course of nature. It has 
warped the whole world. It cannot be 
tamed! It, therefore, speaks whatever 
is in the heart. If you have a lustful 
heart, you will tell dirty, smutty, lust- 
ful stories. You cannot tame the 
tongue, and, therefore, it wags out 
whatever you have in you. If your 
heart is deceitful, you will have a ly- 
ing tongue. An unbridled tongue is 
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often the tool of a deceived heart, 
cloaked with false religion. On the 
tomb of Foul Language could also be 
written, “GOSSIP, TALEBEARING.” 


PRIDE.—There are two kinds of 
nb wal legal and illegal. The main 
hing is not to get the two mixed. 
During a special dinner the hostess, 
with an emaciated look on her face, 
crocodile tears in her eyes, and fifteen 
hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry on 
her fingers, said, “Boo hoo, sniff, sniff. 
Dear Brother Walker, will you ‘please 
pray that God will give us money to 
build a tabernacle here in town?” My 
answer was, “No!” “Why?” she 
sobbed. I said, “Because you have 
enough jewelry on to build a taber- 
nacle without praying.” Pride causes 
to rob God, rob Scull and rob 
he community, and Death will shovel 
dirt in the hole on your vain body be- 
fore the tombstone marked “PRIDE.” 


FALSE TEACHING.—Some have lit- 


tle fear in handling the Word of God. 


ome: They seem to forget Rev. 
2:18, 19, “ if any man shall add 
unto ‘these things, God shall add unto 
him the plagues that are written in 

this book: and if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book of 


this prophecy, God shall take away . 


his part out of the book of life, and 
out of the holy city, — from the 
things that are writ n in this book.” 
Paul said, “Woe is me if I preach not 
the gospel. ” Again Paul said, “But 
though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed.” The 
Bible teacher stands between a “woe” 
and a “curse.” Preachers and teach- 
ers should be under an anointing to 
ve out the truth without fear or 
avor, and if they do not, their blight- 
ed life, that has blasted the hopes of 
hundreds, will have as its —- the 
cold words “FALSE TEACHING.” 


REBELLION.—1 Samuel 15:23, “Re- 
bellion is as the sin of witchcraft.”

A LETTER FROM GERMANY 


One late afternoon we stood looking 
up through the rafters and frame of 
our newest church building. Our 
hearts were gladdened to see how 
much progress had been made since 
we put on a special drive to get it 
finished. God has made it all possible. 
The church folks are so happy to see 
their church going up. 

On a recent Sunday night we went 
to meeting, arriving there a little late. 
Since receiving notice that we could 
not rent the hall we had been using, 
we were invited to hold services in the 
small room of a barracks where the 
refugees live until they can be placed. 
Upon arriving, we carefully made our 
way through the mud, rain, and cold 
to the little low building. Our hearts 
were quickly warmed, for inside there 
was not even standing room left. You 
can be sure that we put our hearts in- 
to that meeting. A lady in the congre- 
gation said, “Purchase a lot as soon as 
possible and I have a thousand marks 
to give right away.” A thousand marks 
is as hard to earn as a thousand dol- 
lars in America, but what should 
touch your hearts is the fact that she 
is a widow and a refugee, with her two 
children, from White Russia. They, 
like so many, fled, bringing nothing 
with them, and they live cramped in 
two small rooms, but they feel like 
millionaires, for they have found sal- 
vation and hope in Christ. 

Three hundred filled the great hall 
on the last night of our most recent 
revival. The wonderful thing about it 
was, each night the largest percent of 
attendance was young people. Such a 
wonderful spirit was present that no 
one wanted to go home. 

Upon coming out of school, four- 
teen-year-olds are given a “Confirma- 
tion Day” service by Lutherans and 
Catholics, in which, amid great P ag 
and formality, they make a pledge of 
Christianity. This supposedly recon- 
firms the earlier baptism received at 
birth. The terrible sin of this sacrilege 
is that they are taught this makes 
them a child of God. Those empty 
words are repeated and no cleansing, 
blessed work of grace is experienced. 
Because of this act, our messages of 
Holy Ghost baptism and a holy life 
are met with bitter resistance. God 
help us expose this evil to precious 


souls. 
Returning. from service late one 


night, we began singing “Amazing 
Grace,” and it seemed that grace had 
never been more precious. Next we 
sang “I Feel Like Traveling On” and 
our hearts burned within us, so we 
leave with you this testimony, “We 
feel like traveling on.”—yYours for 
Germany, Herman, Lydia, and Paul 
Lauster; Lambert and Mary DeLong;

BROTHER McLEAN WRITES 
Cristo, Oriente 


April 25, 1952 
Dear Friends: 

It is with joy in our hearts that we 
report victory and the blessings of the 
Lord in the work here in Cuba. 

Like all of the other months here, 
April has been a busy one. Every 
night there has been a service some- 
where in town, if not in a church, in 
a home. During the Easter week we 
had service every night in the church 
conducted by the young people. They 
did some wonderful preaching and we 
were so proud of them because we 
realize from what terrible sins they 
have been delivered. Also, we know 
that the home environment of the ma- 
jority of them is far from being pleas- 
ant. In most instances their families 
object to their attending the services, 
especially the young girls. One young 
girl, who was gloriously saved several 
months ago, has been forbidden to 
enter the church. She is from a Cath- 
olic family, and her father, who owns 
a cafe here in town, has beaten her 
for attending the services. He tries to 
force her to do sinful things, but she 
is still standing true in spite of all 
this. How we praise God for such pre- 
cious young people who, in spite of 
every hardship, continue preaching, 
praying, and working with all their 
strength for the salvation of lost souls 
here in Cuba. 

Easter was celebrated in many dif- 
ferent ways here. On Palm Sunday, 
the people who attended service in the 
Catholic church received a piece of 
palm branch that had been blessed 
by the priest, which they took home 
and put in a window or over a door so 
they could have good luck all the year. 
Throughout the week all the people of 
this faith were mourning for Christ, 
and on Friday they could not eat 
meat, neither could they clean house 
or sing, or make any outward emotion 
of happiness or joy. We suffered much 
criticism for worshiping the Lord with 
thanksgiving in our hearts because we 
knew we were serving a risen Saviour. 
Of course, the majority of the people 
did not celebrate Easter in any form, 
because they did not know or under- 
stand the true meaning of it. These 
are the people we are endeavoring to 
reach—so many who have never 
heard. 

We have begun five new Sunday 
Schools this month. Even though these 
are new, the average attendance so 
far is 300. Again our young people are 
helping with this work. Not only is it 
good experience for them. but we trust 
that each Sunday School will be the 
oe of a new Church of God in 

uba.

On March 1, 1922, Brother Statum and Miss 
Carella Jackson were united in the holy bonds 
of sacred matrimony, and to this union were 
born 8 children, living except the oldest 
child, who died in her infancy. Four of the 
children are members of the Church of God.

Text: Rom. 1:14, “I am debtor both 
to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; 
both to the wise, and to the unwise.” 

A debtor is one who owes a debt, 
and he or she is responsible for that 
debt until it is settled satisfactorily. 
Many people say they are Christians 
but I fear many are not aware o 
their Christian responsibility; yet the 
responsibility of a Christian tre- 
mendous. Paul recognized his indebt- 
edness to preach the gospel to all men 
regardless of race or condition. The 
great commission is preach the gospel 
to every creature. It has been handed 
down to us today. We, as Christian 
members and laymen must carry on 
unto the end of our lives or until Je- 
sus comes. We are promised a crown 
of life in Rev. 2:10, if we are faithful 
until Ra ny Jesus made that romise, 
and I feel sure He will fulfill that 
promise to all who live true to Him 
and never shirk their responsibility. 

The ¢ tle Paul never shirked his 

——— ility. Many times he was 

icized and brought before the 
conte and beaten, but he went right 
on telling the world about Jesus and 
His mighty power to save, sanctify, 
and fill with the Holy Ghost. He also 
stressed the necessity and benefit of 
the church. Some today seem reluc- 
tant to preach all the doctrines of the 
church, yet we have that responsibili- 
ty and should not shirk it. We must be 
true to the Church of God, hold its 
doctrines in high esteem, and preach 
them as long as we live. Then when 
the time of our departure comes, we 
shall be able to say as Paul did: “I 
have fought a good — I have fin- 
ished my course, ve kept the 
faith: henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of. righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day: and not to me 
only, but unto all them also that love 
his appearing,” 2 Tim. 4:7, 8. 

The o— Peter did not shirk his 
responsibility when Cornelius sent for 
him, even though Peter was a Jew 
and Cornelius was a Gentile; the Jews 
had nothing to do with the Gentiles 
and even classed them as dogs. When 
Cornelius sent for Peter, he felt his 
- sage ven and he went to preach 

he Gentiles, and Cornelius and all 
his house heard about the Holy Ghost 
and accepted Him. 

We ministers have the responsibility 
to preach the Word to all people, and 
then the responsibility is-placed upon 
the hearer. 

The church has a responsibility to 
take the gospel to all nations. The 
Church of God has accepted that re- 
sponsibility and is now supporting 
missionaries throughout the world. 
Today the gospel is circling the globe 
because there are Christians who feel 
that all men should know about this 


rent gospel. Some men and women 
el the call to go and take this Fospel 
to the dark corners of the world, and 
we, whom the Lord lets stay in the 
homeland, should feel the responsi- 
bility to support them. We should love 
the mission work and highly respect 
those whom God has called to the 
mission field. Jesus told the disciples, 
in Mark 16:15, 16, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved; but he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned.” This 
commission is ours today just as it 
was the disciples’ in their e. What 
are we going to do about it? Jesus 
told the disci les in Matt. 28:19, 20, 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world.”

OUTSTANDING CONVERSIONS 
IN SPAIN 


TARRASA, Spain—The conversion 
of a Catholic priest, D. Eleuterio Grau, 
is reported by Dr. Samuel Vila, field 
director of the Spanish Christian Mis- 
sion in Spain. Grau came to Pastor 
Joseph Frances in Tarragona, Spain, 
hungry to talk with him about Chris- 
tianity. He had serious doubts of the 





Roman religion and was prepared to 
endure severe penance for consulting 
a Protestant. The pastor talked with 
him all afternoon and until three in 
the morning, at which time Grau, 
with tears in his eyes, accepted Christ. 
Grau took off his priestly robes and 
testified later before 500 rsons, 
though his parents cursed and 
considered him as dead to them. He 
is now in Tarrasa, working for a liv- 
ing and is expecting to be called into 
the Spanish army, since he is no long- 
er exempt by reason of being a priest. 

Another outstanding testimony 
comes from a former Catholic friar, 
who used to undergo heavy penances 
in his search for peace. He would 
sleep on a bed filled with stones, wear 
a cilicium with sharp iron horns 
around his body, and frequently 
would whip himself in hopes of relief 
from sin. One day in his love for Je- 
sus, he stole a wafer (“the host”) 
from the mass, wrapped it in a piece 
of cloth and put it upon his breast, 
thinking thereby that he was bring- 
ing Jesus close to his heart. When 
this sacrilege was discovered, he 
promised to do great penance, and 
actually burned his arms with hot in- 
cense until the bones were uncovered 
and he nearly lost his arms. Still not 
finding peace for his soul, he left the 
monastery and was brought to the 
Lord in Tarrasa. Dr. Vila reports 20 
new converts ready to follow their 
Lord in baptism, and a new 
chapel built, but the government has 
refused to allow the evangelicals to 
} ow it and have sealed the chapel 
oors.
